of the JOS and the second to give the reason why the Deputy for Int di- 
ligence in the proposed ifSIA was kept separate frofci the Dup'it7 for 
Plans ar> d Operations. The Committee iwwtbers felt that both views 
would improve the paper. 

6. At this point, however, something hap .sued which Changed t m 
Whole complexion of the discussion. Captain Foehlmann stated that e 
had seos changes to effsr also and his suggestions would hive altot -d 
wany of the charts and explanato ry notes as they art now prepared. It 
was inde ed unfortunate that Captain Poehlwann offered wndh iCnrthy nd 
som ewh at murky changes because many of the Committee members felt t vat 
to issue these together with vhafc had already been presented would *nv« 
had a tendency to weaken the entire presentation. 

T. Thus it was teat the view was expressed by Colonel tcNassaf 
that perhaps the most speedy way to get approval on the paper woulf bo 
to let the docussmt stand as it is with its present Shortcomings ah 1 
allow SANACC to make the changes if the changes were deemed teas safe -y. 

8. Colonel Rioh was obviously displeased with tbs manipulntir w 
of Captain Poehlmann and said that sinoe the Air force’s suggested iha* . 
apparently set off chain reaction with many other vise* bninf off*# sd 
by ether agencies, ho was withdrawing his points and was go if r to 
report to Mr. Hhitney that the Subcommittee had not aooapted hie tv lon- 
wsndations and that the beat solution was to call an early SXlfACC f wt- 
ing. 

9, The feeling tiiat I could clarify the atmosphere and tact ir ill; 
get Captain f’oehlmann to withdraw his views, I told the Subcormiittr j 
th at the two points which 1 had raised were ir J act od only on tbs as unsj- 
that a new paper was being Issuedj that they were not offered as $ fti* 
fication for a new paper and furthermore if adding them we crrrpii rr 
Colonel Rich’s presentation then I withdrew them imedlateXy. her tin 
Tbehlaann did follow the example and withdrew his suggested chanpar ant 
at that stage it locked like we might be able to get a oorrectad pr ?cr 
issued incorporating the viewpoints of wr. Whitney. Howevwr.. our i >r»a*. 
were short lived. 

1C. Captain Poehliaarm would not agree to charging the trrdirg of 
the statements of THE "Tar-BISSf. We attempted to show him that not ft ng 
ms lost by dropping the words ’’which may be used as a basis for f etho- 
planning* since in paragraph 6 of the DISCI 'ESI Cl? we indicate thr.t s fter 
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approval of the plan by SAKACC the Subcommittee will do furtfier work 
to develop the organisational outline presented in the paper* 'fry aa 
®».y# w® oouldn * t change the Captain so the meeting adjourned. 

U« At a subsequent luncheon with Colonels Rich and licEas&e, 
Colonel Rich ©pressed himself as quite peeved with the actions of t.» 
Mavy member of the Subcommittee anti after discussion of this tenting 
with Mr. Whitney he may nuke another effqrt at the meeting to bt aeii 
tomorrow morning (Friday, 26 torch) to get Mr. Whitney's ideas i noor- 
porated in a corrected paper, if ir. Vfnitney eo o.eaires. 
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
